Student Association, also felt upset by 
the shuttle system. 

“First they change the times, then 
they lower the amount of shuttles, and 


now they take away an entire stop,” 
Zepeda said. “That’s really inconve- 
nient for a so-called ‘convenient’ shut- 
tle system.” 

Rudometkin said the construction 
project requires trenching and founda- 
tion work near the shuttle stop and that 
it would be hazardous for the shuttles to 
continue operating.

It seems that in terms of graduation, 
five years is the new four. With a lack ° 
of funding for higher education, gradu- 
ation is becoming increasingly stress- 
ful for students. Tuition is increasing 
and class options are limited, but 
despite this,

The winter session begins Jan. 3 and 
continues for three weeks, ending on 
Jan. 20. There are more than 200 day 
and evening courses being offered, and 
a maximum of four units can be taken - 
toward your degree.

NATO involvement in Libya is parallel to NATO in Afghanistan 


Oct. 20 marked the end of the 40-year-long 
reign of Col. Muammar Gaddafi in Libya. 

Libya’s struggle is one of feuding tribes, natural 
resources, power, and above all, oppression. 

What will happen to Libya now that Gaddafi is 
gone? After “aiding” the rebels and arming them, 
NATO pulled out immediately following the bru- 
tal death of Gaddafi. Now, Libya is left with no 
government, no protection, and groups of rebels 
with nothing to do. 

Countless reports are surfacing about rebels go- 
ing into homes and robbing them then burning them 
down, and who is doing all the looting? You guessed 
it: the rebels — the same rebels NATO helped fund. 

If this story sounds familiar to you, then you’re 
probably relating this lovely scenario to that of 
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1979 and U.S. involvement in Afghanistan. After 
helping arm the Taliban to fight off the remain- 
ing Russian insurgents, the group we supported 
eventually turned on the people of Afghanistan 
and began a killing and destroying spree that has 
cost us billions of dollars to 
try to fix, and still no progress. 
In essence, we created these 
terrorists. 

So what makes Libya’s cur- 
rent situation any better? The answer is simple: 
nothing. Dozens of Middle Eastearn scholars 
have claimed for decades now that dictatorships 
and suppression of democratic ideals in Middle 
Eastern oil-producing countries has caused politi- 
cal stability, which, in turn, is good for business. 
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Now with Gaddafi gone and no one to run the 
country, what is to become of the oil supplies? 
One of two things: either NATO countries find a 
way to drain the oil supply for dirt cheap and very 
discreetly, or these rebel forces will soon pose a 
genuine threat to importers 

, of high-quality Libyan oil, 
causing oil prices to soar and 
increasing the political woes 
in the region. 

The first scenario, while it may benefit the 
American and European consumer, would be 
extremely detrimental to Libyan citizens and the 
development of their newly freed country. 

The second is a scenario U.S. foreign relations 
simply cannot handle; the economy is shot as it 
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is and the main goal of our legislators and the 
Obama administration at this point in time should 
focus solely on internal reparations with regards 
to our unemployment rate, economy, educational 
system, etc. 

If Libya follows in the steps of Afghanistan and 
becomes a failed or failing state, its status as an oil 
producing country alone would ensure catastrophe. 

Libya’s new government has to be established 
with great haste in order to ensure internal as well 
as external state security, and the rights of Libyan 
citizens must be protected at great costs. 

After all, isn’t that why they revolted in the 
first place?

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University Players exhibit 
drama, politics in play 


‘Execution of Justice’ 
shows a true trial 
from ’70s San 
Francisco.

The Cal State Long Beach University 
Players take a step back from comedy 
and transform the studio theater into a 
live courtroom drama in San Francisco 
during the political and social move- 
ment of the 1970s. 

“Execution of Justice” reproduces 
the trial which took place in November 
1978 after former San Francisco Super- 
visor Dan White assassinated Mayor 
George Moscone and Supervisor Har- 
vey Milk. 

As the stage is centred in the theater 
with red posts surrounding it, the audi- 
ence plays the role of the jury listening 
to the cases presented by the passion- 
ate lawyers. Up-stage there is an enor- 
mous ceiling-high representation of the 
Golden Gate Bridge to make the audi- 
ence feel not only that they are in a live 
courtroom, but have traveled to the city 
of San Francisco. 

With three large screens playing vid- 
eos and photos from the historic event, 
a sense of reality is brought to the play, 


and the audience remembers that this is 
not a work of fiction. 

Today, San Francisco is known for 
its large gay community and progres- 
sive politics. However, during the time 
of this trial, the city was under great 
change with an old conservative com- 
munity clashing with an increasing lib- 
eral population. 

Throughout the play, there are com- 
munity members, from both sides of 
the spectrum, sporadically exclaiming 
their opinion on the issues of injustice, 
gay rights, murder and politics. Al- 
though one would think there is a right 
or wrong aspect to this case, the audi- 
ence is able to see both sides from the 
friends and community members per- 
spectives, in addition to those from the 
attorneys. 

Defense attorney Douglas Schmidt 
(Valerie Bentson) performs so pas- 
sionately that she is able to convince 
the audience that maybe Dan White 
did have some kind of mental disorder, 
which can justify his actions. Of course 
the play brings it back to reality by re- 
minding the audience that White snuck 
into a court house, deliberately shot two 
political officials and then confessed 
his illegal actions. So how is it possible 
that White was convicted of the lesser 
crime of voluntary manslaughter rather 
than murder? 

The trial shows the injustice in the 
federal judicial system by reexamin- 
ing a trial that wasn’t meant to convict

White of murder, but meant to ask why 
the murder occurred, and find some 
kind of justification for it. 

As Dan White, William Nicol shows 
the nervousness and worry felt by 
White during the trial by continuously 
running his hands through his hair and 
dropping his head in despair. 

Although the bench had no judge 
present, a imaginary voice leads the 
trial where he was obviously in favor of 
White rather than plaintiff. 

David Anis embodies the frustration 
felt by prosecutor Thomas Norman, 
who could not understand how this trial 


went astray and favored a murderer. It 
is easy for the audience to side with him 
because, as he describes in the play, 
they thought this was going to be a sim- 
ple first-degree murder case. 

Adding information to the trial was 
TV reporter Joanna Lu (Eriko Azuma). 
Unfortunately, Azuma’s enunciation 
is not as strong as the rest of the cast, 
which makes it difficult to follow what 
she is announcing. 

Overall; this play exemplifies histori- 
cal events and important political issues 
in a dramatic intense murder trial. Hav- 
ing knowledge of law practices and an 


interest in political history will make 
this play worth-wile, but one must have 
the wilpower to withstand it for more 
than two hours; since it is a little longer 
than expected, 

“Execution of Justice” will run for 
eight ‘performances, closing on Sat- 
urday,- November 12. Performances, 
held in the Studio Theater at CSULB, 
are Tuesday through Saturday at 8 p.m. 
with Saturday matinees at 2 p.m. Tick- 
ets are $15 for general admission and 
$12 for seniors and students (with a val- 
id ID).

Paint- 
ings by Malcomb Pauls had presidents 
Abraham Lincoln and George Wash- 
ington pictures painted over with skull 
makeup. 

Another photo by Doulas Orr had a 


full skeleton ready to party with a tray 
full of tequila shots in one hand, a glass . 


with a lime and tequila in the other, and 
a bottle of Jose Cuervo in his arm. 

Even though the Expo had the major- 
ity of people in its building, there were 
still some scattered along Atlantic Av- 
enue. 

There were belly dancers and henna 
tattoo artists outside Bella Cosa Bou- 
tique.

The ‘Niners (15-5-1) clinched an au- 
tomatic bid to the NCAA Tournament 
for the third time in four years, broke a 
school record for most wins in a.season 
and snapped the No. 16-ranked Anteat- 
ers’ seven-game winning streak. It was 
the UCI’s (14-4-2) first loss since Oct. 2. 

“Last year, I told [UCI head coach 
Scott Juniper] that they were the best 
team when we shook hands,” LBSU head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. “I feel like 
this year we had the best team in the Big 
West and our stats show it, and I’m just 
proud of our group mentality-wise and 
how they’re able to bounce back.” 

LBSU and Big West goals leader Na- 
dia Link said that reaching the NCAA 
Tournament again was a testament to 
the positive direction that the program 
is heading in. 

“(Getting back to the NCAA Tourna- 
ment] is a big tribute to our returners 
and our alumni because I know this 
means a lot to them,” said Link, who 
ranks second on the all-time LBSU re- 
cord books with 15 goals this season. 
“This is a big deal for the program and 
I think it’s impertant now we get a lot 
of the younger players in on it as well to 
carry the tradition over. ... It’s going to 
be good for the future of the program.” 

Senior forward Jazz Strozier scored 
the game-winning goal in the 13th min- 
ute. Sophomore midfielder Kelsey Wil- 
son sent a free kick to the far post from 
the right sideline when senior defender 
Alex Balcer headed it back across the 
box to Shawna Gordon, who also got a 
head on it before the ball was batted out 
by. UCI goalkeeper Jennifer Randazzo. 


Strozier then collected the rebound in 
front of the net and finished it off with a 
header of her own. It marked Strozier’s 
fourth goal of the season. 

“Yd put that goal in the middle of the top 
of the pack as far as ranking all the quality 
of amazing goals we’ve had this season,” 
Balcer said. “That was a great service 
from Wilson. ... I thought it.was a. nice 
goal. I would say it ranks in the top five.” 

Balcer was named the most valu- 
able player of the tournament after she 
played an instrumental role from the 
defensive side of the field. She anchored 
LBSU’s backline, which registered 
consecutive shutouts in the tournament. 

“Seriously, I was blown away,” 
Balcer said of receiving the honor. 
“I thought our entire. defense played 
amazing: ... I couldn’t ask for a better 
baekline. I’m just so proud as a defend- 
er that I can represent all of us.” 

Trailing 1-0, the Anteaters went into 
the second half with a sense of urgency as 


they fired offa total of 10 shots — four of — 


which came on goal — during the period. 

UCI goals leader Natalia Ledezma 
gave the Anteaters an opportunity to 
even up the score as she flicked the ball 
over the head of Wilson on a break- 
away. Ledezma then retrieved her own 
pass and fired an open shot that sailed 
just wide of the post. 

“[Ledezma] was a big handful,” Bal- 
cer said. “The entire UCI team is ex- 
tremely athletic and they’re always run- 
ning at us. I knew I had to put my studs 
on for this game because if I slipped, 


they were going to score a goal.” 


Tensions ran high throughout the 
match as 22 fouls were called and three 
yellow cards were issued to LBSU for- 
ward Nicole Sweetman and midfielder 
Taylor Nelson, and UCI’s Zuri Walker. 

Nelson was nearly ejected from the 


match after she almost received a sec- 
ond yellow card in the 60th minute. 
Instead, Nelson was issued a foul after 
running full speed and colliding with 
UCI forward Mar Rodriguez on an at- 
tempt to steal the ball. Play was briefly 


- stopped as Rodriguez laid face flat on 


the grass before getting back to her feet, 
but no injuries were sustained. 

As a result of the foul, the Anteaters 
were issued a free kick from about 25 
yards out. UCI defender CoCo Goodson 


took the kick and sent a bullet through 
the LBSU wall, but LBSU goalkeeper 
Kaitlyn Gustaves was able to punch it 
out with a diving stop. 

UCI threatened again in the final 30 
seconds when it sent a cross to the mid- 
dle of the box, but Wilson was able to 
shield UCI midfielder Jenna Pellegrino 
from the ball while Gustaves scooped 
it up before any damage could be done. 

“That ball went so fast past my face 
that my body couldn’t react,” Link said.
